A aecond 
atop that parallel* In Importance thla move la tha r*organ.»tion 
of Vanity Council which,- for oevend year*,' haa tended to be 
rather a thbrii In Sweet Brlar'e elde and mainly boeaue* no one 
aeemed to be able to define Ita motlvea or Ita purpoaea au«- 
SS tor U to have a r«l algnlneanoe In th. mind. o( the 
majority of the atudenta. * ' 

At two recent meetlnn of the etudent body called hy tha 
prealdent of Vanity Council, It waa agreed and. voted upon 
to keep the traditional theory of Vanity Council but to embody 
R In an entirely new orgnnlwdlon called "InUrelaaa Council"

Harvard Uses Gift 

For Jnner College. 

A $8,000,000 gift by an anony- 
moua donor will enable the Harvard 
authoritleo to carry out their lotiK- 
cherlahed dream of building an ''In- 
ner ' college.'! Thla plan will permit 
tha enranlaaUon of a ayeUm ■Imllar 
to that employed by Oxford' and 
Cambridge. 

The project will bring about the 
Construction of a group of dormi- 
wiiet, dining hull', and common- 
rooma that will accommodate ftom 
200 to 300 etudent*, who will be 
permitted to aaaoclate with one 
another contlna.lly. While thoy will 
all attend .claaeea with the under 
graduate*, the aoctal equation will 
be atreaaed In their caae. 

The make-up of the apeclal body 
will bo derived from all flour claaa- 
ee; men being aelected, a* far aa 
poaaible,' from the varied walk* of 
colleg. life. Alhletlca, honor, atu- 
denta, .and leaden of extra-curricu- 
lar activhlee ' will mln|rle with one 
another. Aa a apeclal aid, a etaff of 
ipeclal tuton and realdent imtrurt- 
on will live with thoae privileged to 
gata entrance Into the now, phase of 
collegiate life at the Cambridge in- 
stitution. - - Daily Cardinal.
